At  the  time  of  its  construction  in  the  early  days  of  the 
District  of  Penn,  the  wants  of  that  section  did  not  require 
its  extension  beyond  Eighteenth  street  for  surface  drain- 
age. That  section  is  now  closely  built  up  and  requires 
immediate  drainage.  The  proposed  sewer  is  to  be  four 
feet  in  diameter,  and  to  extend  from  Eighteenth  to  Nine- 
teenth streets.  The  property  owners  on  the  line  of  the 
Sewer  propose  to  construct  the  same  for  a  sum  much  less 
than  a  sewer  of  that  size  can  be  constructed  at  the  present 
prices,  that  is  to  say  they  are  willing  to  construct  the 
same:  Provided,  That  the  City  shall  pay  for  street  inter- 
sections, and  the  legal  deductions  authorized  to  be  made 
by  Act  of  Assembly. 

The  intersections  are  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth  streets, 
and  Ridge  Avenue,  amounting  to  about  130  feet.     The 
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assessment  bills  to  be  paid  by  the  property  owners,  with. 
the  costs  of  the  intersections  and  the  legal  deductions, 
amounting  to  about  $325,  which  is  to  be  paid  from  the 
proper  items  of  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  made  for  the  year  1835,  will  leave  an 
excess  of  cost,  or,  more  properly  speaking,  a  deficiency  of 
about  $300,  which  the  property  owners  are  willing  to  pay, 
to  be  reimbursed  in  City  Bonds  out  of  a  loan  to  be  here- 
after created  for  the  construction  of  sewers,  &c,  for  this 
sum  the  city  will  secure  the  extension  of  about  450  feet  of 
a  main  sewer  which  was  constructed  for  surface  drainage.

Dear  Sir  : — I  deem  it  my  duty  to  inform  Councils, 
through  }-ou,  that  the  effect  of  the  freshet  caused  by  the 
storm  of  the  16th  inst.,  has  been  very  disastrous  upon  a 
number  of  the  bridges  belonging  to  the  City.  Five  truss 
bridges  have  been  destroyed  upon  the  Wissahickon  Creek, 
and  one  upon  the  Schuylkill,  at  Penrose  Ferry ;  this  latter 
by  the  undermining  of  the  upper  end  of  the  north  draw- 
pier,  which  threw  the  north  shore  span  into  the  river  ;  and 
I  would  say  that  had  the  guards  been  constructed  as  sug- 
gested in  reports  before  submitted,  this  could  not  have 
occurred.     Those  upon  the  Wissahickon  are  as  follows  : — 
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Hermit's  Lane,  60  feet  span,  gone  entire. 

Kitchen's  Lane,  100  feet  span,  superstructure  gone  and 
masonry  injured. 

Livezley's  Lane,  120  feet  span,  superstructure  gone  and 
masonry  injured. 

Wiser  Mill  Road,  60  feet  span,  superstructure  gone  and 
masonry  injured. 

Doty's  Lane,  90  feet  span,  superstructure  gone  and 
masonry  injured. 

The  destruction  of  these  bridges  has  caused  great  incon- 
venience to  the  residents  of  that  locality,  owing  to  their 
being  upon  roads  of  communication  between  Germantown, 
Roxborough  and  Manayunk.  It  is  therefore  unnecessary 
for  me  to  allude  to  the  importance  of  their  early  erection. 

For  the  Wissahickon  bridges  there  will  be  required  the 
sum  of  $25,000 

The  Penrose  Ferry  Bridge  cannot  be  placed  in  proper 
condition  without  a  large  expenditure.  The  injured  pier 
should  be  removed,  and  a  new  one  constructed  upon  a  dif- 
ferent plan  of  foundation.  The  draw  should  be  renewed, 
the  shore  span  rebuilt,  and  the  approaches  repaired,  all  of 
which  will  cost  about  $50,000

Bridge  is  in  such  condition  as  to  require  immediate  atten- 
tion. This  has  been  noted  in  two  annual  reports  from  this 
Department,  and  unless  measures  are  taken  to  place  it  in  a 
safe  condition,  the  damages  that  may  result  therefrom  may 
be  serious.     The  cost  of  this  will  reach  about  $7000.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regula- 
tions to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  providing  for  the 
repair  of  the  bridges  destroyed  and  injured  by  the  late 
freshet  on  the  Wissahickon  Creek  and  Schuylkill  Eiver, 
having  given  the  subject  their  consideration,  are  clearly  of 
the  opinion  that  the  necessities  of  the  citizens  (and  not 
exclusively  those  of  the  rural  districts)  demand  that  the 
highways  thus  cut  off  from  public  travel  should  be  at  the 
earliest  day  placed  in  travelable  condition.  An  approxi- 
mate estimate  of  the  cost  of  erecting '"Howe  Truss"  wooden 
bridges  on  the  Wissahickon  has  been  submitted  to  your 
Committee  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  amounting 
to  about  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

As  regards  the  Penrose  Ferry  Bridge,  the  amount  here 
submitted,  it  is  supposed,  will  render  the  pier,  which  has 
been  undermined  at  the  upper  end,  secure,  or  renewed,  as 
a  close  examination  of  it  may  show  to  be  necessary ;  place 
a  new  permanent  span  upon  the  injured  pier  and  the  north 
abutment ;  renew  the  draw  ;  place  tenders  at  the  north  and 
south  draw-piers,  and  leave  a  small  amount  for  repairs  to 
the  approaches. 

Your  Committee  would  not  advise  that  stone  bridges  be 
erected  upon  the  Wissahickon  at  the  present  time,  owing 
to  the  high  prices  for  all  mechanical  labor,  as  it  would  be 
necessary  in  that  case  to  remove  all  the  masonry  now 
standing,  which  can  be  used  for  the  truss  bridges,  as  here 
proposed.  Should  it  by  Councils  be  deemed  advisable  to 
place  iron  structures  upon  the  Creek,  then  no  change  in 
masonry  will  be  required,  but  the  cost  of  the  superstruc- 
ture will  be  double  that  of  wood.  As  in  placing  this  work 
under  contract  the  plans  and  specifications  can  be  properly 
explained  to  bidders  only  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor, under  whose  direction  they  will  be  erected,  it  has, 
therefore,  been  thought  more  appropriate  that  the  proposals 
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should  be  received  at  the  Department  of  Surveys,  and  there 
allotted  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  in  charge 
of  that  Department. 

We,  therefore,  submit  a  bill  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions herein  detailed,  and  ask  its  adoption.

Dear  Sir  : — I  deem  it  my  duty  to  inform  Councils, 
through  you,  that  the  effect  of  the  freshet  caused  by  the 
storm  of  the  16th  inst.  has  been  very  disastrous  upon  a 
number  of  the  bridges  belonging  to  the  City.  Five  truss 
bridges  have  been  destroyed  upon  the  Wissahickon  Creek, 
and  one  upon  the  Schuylkill  at  Penrose'  Ferry ;  this  latter 
by  the  undermining  of  the  upper  end  of  the  north  draw 
pier,  which  threw  the  north  shore  span  into  the  river  ;  and 
I  would  say  that  had  the  guards  been  constructed  as  sug- 
gested in  reports  before  submitted,  this  could  not  have 
occurred.     Those  upon  the  Wissahickon  are  as  follows: 

Hermits'  lane,  60  feet  span,  gone  entire. 

Kitchen's  lane,  100  feet  span,  superstructure  gone  and 
masonry  injured. 

Livezley's  lane,  120  feet  span,  superstructure  gone  and 
masonry  injured. 

Wise's  Mill  road,  60  feet  span,  superstructure  gone  and 
masonry  injured. 

Doty's  lane,  90  feet  span,  superstructure  gone  and  ma- 
sonry injured. 

The  destruction  of  these  bridges  has  caused  great  incon- 
venience to  the  residents  of  that  locality,  owing  to  their 
being  upon  roads  of  communication  between  Germantown 
Eoxborough  and  Manayunk.  It  is,  therefore,  unnecessary 
for  me  to  allude  to  the  importance  of  their  early  erection. 
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For  the  Wissahickon  bridges  there  will  be  required 
the  sum  of  $25,000. 

The  Penrose  Ferry  Bridge  cannot  be  placed  in  proper 
condition  without  a  large  expenditure.  The  injured  pier 
should  be  removed,  and  a  new  one  constructed  upon  a  dif- 
ferent plan  of  foundation.  The  draw  should  be  renewed, 
the  shore  span  rebuilt,  and  the  approaches  repaired ;  all  of 
which  will  cost  about  $50,000.

I  would  add  that  the  flooring  of  the  Girard  Avenue 
Bridge  is  in  such  condition  as  to  require  immediate  atten- 
tion.

The  members  of  Common  Council  on  the  Committee  on 
Girard  Estates,  to  whom  was  referred  the  ordinance  from 
Select  Council,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  increase  the 
income  of  the  Girard  Estates,"  report, 

That  in  pursuance  of  their  duty  as  members  of  the  joint 
Standing  Committee  on  the  Girard  Estate,  they  had  pre- 
vious to  this  reference,  given  great  attention  to  the  subject 
to  which  this  ordinance  refers. 
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The  Committee  on  Girard  Estate?,  convinced  that  the 
properties  on  Chestnut  street  could  be  made  largely  more 
productive  than  they  have  ever  been,  considered  the  advisa- 
bility of  altering  them  into  stores  ;  to  this  end  the  rents 
were  increased  from  $1,000  to  $1,500  per  annum,  in  the 
hope  that  some  one  or  two.  of  the  properties  would  be  sur- 
rendered by  the  tenants,  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms. 
The  Committee  did  obtain  the  occupancy  of  two  of  the 
dwellings,  and  at  once  endeavored  to  ascertain  what  rent 
could  be  obtained  for  them  as  stores.  After  much  trouble, 
two  parties  were  induced  to  agree  to  give  $3,000  a  year 
rent  for  them,  altered  as  stores.  Your  Committee  use  the 
words  "  after  much  trouble,"  because  great  exertions  have 
been  made  by  the  parties  who  are  tenants  in  the  same  row, 
to  prevent  the  alteration  of  any  of  the  properties.  Much 
persuasion  has  been  used  by  gentlemen  who  have  the  use 
of  the  properties,  below  what  your  Committee  on  Girard 
Estates  are  convinced  is  the  real  value,  to  interfere  with 
the  administration  of  this  great  trust  so  as  to  produce  for 
the  orphans  in  the  college  all  that  they  are  entitled  to 
have. 

Your  Committee  do  assert  to  Common  Council,  that 
after  the  two  proposed  alterations  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted and  occupied  for  $3,000  per  annum,  the  other  pro- 
perties will,  most  probably,  bring  not  less  than  $4,000  per 
annum,  except  the  corner  property,  which  will  bring  $5,000 
per  annum. 

Your  Committee  do  most  urgently  press  on  Common 
Council,  the  passage  of  the  referred  ordinance,  which  they 
report.  As  to  the  cost  of  the  alterations,  your  Committee 
can  only  give  an  estimate,  but  they  are  satisfied  that  an 
examination  into  the  administration  of  the  management  of 
the  estate  during  the  past  year  will  convince  any  one  that 
the  best  interests  of  the  estate  have  been  constantly  con- 
sulted.

The  Committee  appointed  to  accertain  what  progress  is 
making  with  the  Chestnut  street  Bridge,  &c,  &c., 

Respectfully  report  that  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty 
have  visited  and  noted  the  slow  progress  of  the  work  on 
the  bridge. 

The  often  repeated  question,  "  When  will  the  Chestnut 
street  Bridge  be  completed  ?"  cannot  yet  be  satisfactorily 
answered. 

It  was  confidently  expected,  that  early  in  the  present 
year  the  false  works  would  be  in  a  condition  to  receive  the 
iron  superstructure.  After  a  long  delay  the  framing  was 
commenced  ;  by  July  a  portion  was  in  place,  when  that 
which  took  weeks  to  build,  was  in  a  night  swept  away  by 
a  sudden  rise  in  the  river. 

Your  Committee  were  assured,  however,  that  the  damage 
would  be  repaired  in  a  few  weeks.  At  this  juncture  it  was 
suggested, and  earnestly  pressed  on  the  contractor,  that  an 
additional  force  be  put  on  and  the  lost  time  made  up. 

We  are  not  aware  that  any  more  men  are  now  engaged 
on  the  work  than  in  July,  unless  they  have  been  taken  on 
within  a  day  or  two. 

On  visiting  Kaighn's  Point  we  found  two-thirds  of  the 
iron  works  completed  and  ready  for  shipment ;  we  were 
informed  that  the  balance  will  be  finished  long  before  it 
will  be  required,  and  the  whole  can  be  delivered  as  fast  as 
it  can  be  raised  to  its  position. 

If  more  energy  could  be  infused  into  those  connected 
with  its  construction  we  might  reasonably  hope  to  see 
completed  in  the  course  of  next  year,  the  much  needed 
bridge. 

The  Committee  ask  to  be  continued.

of  a  sewer  on  the  line  of  any  street  or  streets  in  front  of 
their  respective  properties,  which  application  being  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  and  the  construction  of 
the  same  being  authorized  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  ordinance  approved  November  11th,  1858 : 
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entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  construction  of 
branch  culverts  or  drains,"  the  Department  of  Highways

the  properties  lying  on  the  line  of  said  sewer  or  sewers,  as 
authorized  by  Act  of  Assembly  approved  April  8th,  1861, 
and  in  manner  and  form  provided  by  Sections -3  and  4  of 
ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  for  the  construction  of 
branch  culverts  or  drains,"  approved  November  11,  1858:

Memorial  from  the  Public  School  Teachers  of  the  First  District. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Controllers  of  Public  Schools  of 
Philadelphia,  have  unanimously  asked  of  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils,  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  granting 
an  appropriation  for  school  purposes,  which,  without 
enabling  the  Board  to  increase  the  salaries  of  their  em- 
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plc^ees,  in  a  manner  at  all  proportionate  to  what  has  been 
done  in  other  cities,  or  to  the  greatly  augmented  wages 
now  received  by  every  other  trade  and  profession,  will, 
notwithstanding,  furnish  a  useful  class  of  your  fellow  citi- 
zens the  means  of  meeting,  more  adequately,  the  enor- 
mously increased  expenses  of  living. 

We,  the  Public  School  Teachers  of  Philadelphia,  respect- 
fully ask  of  your  honorable  bodies,  that  you  favor  the 
application  of  the  Board  of  Control ;  and,  in  making  this 
request,  desire  to  submit  briefly  to  your  consideration, 
some  arguments,  showing  not  only  the  absolute  justice  of 
the  proposed  increase,  but  also  its  expediency  as  affecting 
the  interests  of  the  most  important  department  under  your 
care. 

It  is  well  known  to  you,  gentlemen,  that  every  article  of 
domestic  economy  has,  within  the  past  three  years,  in- 
creased in  cost  to  more  than  double,  and  in  many  cases, 
to  three  and  four  times  the  former  prices.  You  are  aware 
that  the  wages  and  profits  of  every  mechanic  and  profes- 
sional man,  who,  unlike  ourselves,  has  been  able  to  demand 
an  increase  proportionate  to  the  times,  have  been  raised  in 
an  equal  degree.  In  view  of  these  facts,  we  cannot  con- 
sider that  we  ask  for  more  than  simple  justice,  in  soliciting 
a  further  addition  to  the  very  small  comparative  increase, 
added  two  years  ago,  to  salaries  fixed  at  a  time,  when  the 
prices  of  living  did  not  average  one-half  of  what  they  now 
do. 

We  know  that  in  contemplating  the  gross  sum  asked 
for,  it  may  appear  large;  but  when  you  take  into  consider- 
ration  the  magnitude  of  the  work  accomplished — the  edu- 
cation of  nearly  eighty  thousand  (80,000)  pupils — when 
you  see  the  vastly  greater  estimates  of  other  cities ;  as,  for 
instance,  New  York,  where  nearly  two  and  a  half  millions 
($2,450,000),  almost  two  and  a  half  times  as  much  as  that 
asked  for  here,  is  required  for  the  same  number  of  pupils ; 
and  more  particularly,  when  you  reflect,  that  the  appa- 
rently large  sum  asked  in  this  city  when  analyzed,  is  really 
but  $13  for  a  whole  year's  tuition,  per  pupil,  from  the 
High  School  down  ;  you  cannot  but  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  this  seemingly  large  sum  dwindles  down  very  materi- 
ally, when  viewed  in  connection  with  the  great  work  per- 
formed. 
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Why,  gentlemen,  if  this  sum  of  $13  were  offered  to  the 
teacher  of  a  third  rate  private  school,  as  annual  compensa- 
tion per  pupil,  it  would  be  treated  with  utter  ridicule  ;  in 
these  times  of  high  prices  it  would  not  pay  for  one-fourth 
of  a  year's  tuition ;  it  would  be  declined  by  the  teacher  of 
the  smallest  private  infant  school,  and  the  better  classes  of 
private  schools  are  demanding  seven  times  as  much  for 
tuition  alone,  exclusive  of  books,  stationery,  &c. 

Consider  then,  gentlemen,  that  this  very  small  sum  of 
$13  per  pupil  yearly,  apparently  large,  when  considered 
in  the  gross  amount,  covers  the  whole  cost  of  tuition,  books, 
stationery,  fuel,  repairs  of  buildings,  wages  of  house- 
keepers, and  in  fact,  every  conceivable  expense  pertaining 
to  the  Public  Schools  !  Can  any  other  department  of  the 
city  government  show  a  like  economy  in  contrast  with  the 
work  done  under  private  contract  ? 

If  the  executive  officer  in  one  of  the  city  departments 
could  show  that  the  work  under  his  control  was  well  done 
at  half  the  cost  which  similar  work  required  under  private 
contract,  a  general  cry  of  admiration  would  result.  Here, 
when  an  excellent  practical  education  is  given  to  the  chil- 
dren of  our  city,  at  a  cost  less  than  one-fourth  of  that 
required  in  the  lower  grade  of  private  schools,  and  when 
that  education  is  so  excellent,  that  very  many  of  our 
wealthiest  citizens,  with  whom  money  is  no  object,  infi- 
nitely prefer  the  public  to  the  private  schools  ;  how  is  it 
possible  to  make  any  charge  of  extravagance  ? 

Gentlemen,  the  school  teachers  of  Philadelphia  have  not, 
during  the  past  three  years,  received  a  compensation  at 
all  in  proportion  to  the  expenses  of  living  and  the  greatly 
increased  profits  of  every  other  business  or  profession. 
They  have  been  patient,  industrious  and  unflagging  in 
their  arduous  and  mentally  and  physically  prostrating 
work.  They  have,  notwithstanding  the  injustice  done 
them,  still  maintained  the  elevated  reputations  of  their  re- 
spective schools ;  and  now,  having,  in  most  cases,  exhausted 
the  savings  of  former  years,  accumulated  when  talent  and 
industry  did  receive  a  fair  compensation ;  and  having  be- 
come convinced  that  the  expenses  of  living  can  never  again 
approximate  to  what  they  were  before  the  war ;  we  feel 
that  we  have  a  right  to  ask  of  Councils,  that  they  co-operate 
with  the  body  that  best  knows  our  necessities,  and  our 
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deserts,  and  relieve  us  from  the  unpleasant  supposition, 
that  our  dependence  upon  the  city  is  ungenerously  taken 
advantage  of.  to  refuse  us  a  portion  of  that  justice  which  you 
are  compelled  to  give  to  the  commonest  laborer  in  your 
employ. 

We  are  sometimes  asked,  "  Why  not  embrace  some 
other  profession?     Why  not  open  private  schools?" 

It  is  well  known,  that  while  other  employees  of  the  city 
have  trades  or  professions  to  which  they  may  resort,  if  not 
suitably  compensated,  we,  who  have  devoted  ourselves 
entirely  to  our  profession  cannot  always  be  equally  inde- 
pendent ;  and  if  we  propose  to  establish  private  schools 
we  have  the  too  flattering  fact  to  reflect  upon,  that  the  very 
excellence  of  the  school  system,  which  we  have  helped  to 
build,  gives  us  a  rival  that  we  cannot  hope  to  overcome ; 
and,  therefore,  but  few  of  us  could  expect  to  succeed. 

During  the  past  year,  however,  a  number  of  our  best 
teachers,  having  become  convinced  of  the  hopelessness  of 
obtaining  a  compensation  commensurate  with  the  labor 
required  of  them,  abandoned  the  profession  altogether. 
Others  are  contemplating  the  same  course,  and  within  a 
few  days  one  of  the  most  successful  and  highly  esteemed 
teachers  in  Philadelphia,  resigned  his  position  to  accept 
one  in  a  mercantile  establishment,  which  without,  at 
present,  adding  to  his  income,  promises  at  an  early  day 
to  yield  him  the  reward  which  always  attaches  to  industry, 
intellect,  and  administrative  ability,  except  as  has  been  the 
case  in  the  instance  of  the  teachers  of  the  public  schools. 

Every  profession  now  offers  to  talent,  industry,  and 
skill,  superior  inducements  to  that  of  teacher  in  a  public 
school,  and  the  result  is,  that  for  many  positions  of  impor- 
tance at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Control,  there  are 
few  or  no  applicants  possessing  the  necessary  qualifica- 
tions. At  the  last  semi-annual  examination  of  teachers, 
held  to  fill  several  very  responsible  positions,  but  one 
applicant  received  a  first  class  certificate.  Unless  some 
inducement  be  sriven  for  first  class  talent  to  remain  in  the 
schools,  and  similar  talent  to  seek  the  profession,  the  public 
schools  will  soon  show  the  evil  effects  of  mistaking  parsi- 
mony for  economy. 

We  hope,  gentlemen,  that  when  you  consider  all  the 
facts  of  our  case,  you  will   cheerfully  comply  with  the

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  favor  enclosing  copies 
of  four  resolutions  referred  by  Councils  to  your  Committee, 
on  the  legality  of  which  you  have  asked  my  opinion. 

The  first  Eesolution  directs  that  "  outstanding  city  war- 
rants which  have  been  due  and  unpaid  for  more  than 
"  one  year,  shall  be  receivable  in  payment  of  municipal 
"  taxes  and  other  dues  owing  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

The  second  Eesolution  is  in  the  same  terms,  proposing, 
however,  to  be  applied  to  warrants  "  due  and  unpaid  for 
"  more  than  two  years." 

The  third  Eesolution  contains  the  same  directions  as  to 
warrants  of  three  years,  standing,  and 
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The  fourth  Resolution. proposes  to  authorize  the  "Heads 
"of  all  Departments  receiving  public  moneys,  to  deposit 
"warrants  drawn  by  their  Departments  and  countersigned 
"by  the  City  Controller,  with  the  City  Treasurer  as 
"  Cash,"  who  is  directed  so  to  receive  and  credit  the 
same. 

On  the  1st  of  November,  186"),  the  amount  of  warrants 
outstanding   (including   Bounty   Warrants),  was   $2,493,- 

Many  of  them  are  doubtless  in  the  hands  of  parties  who 
have  purchased  them  at  large  discounts.  The  passage  of 
any  of  the  resolutions  submitted  to  me,  would  enable  the 
head  of  every  receiving  and  collecting  department  of  the 
city  to  speculate  with  the  holder  of  every  warrant,  and  if 
it  were  possible  to  put  any  of  these  proposed  resolutions 
into  practical  operation,  the  whole  machinery  of  the  City 
Government  would  be  deranged  if  not  destroyed  in  a  single 
month. 

Notwithstanding  that  such  absurd  results  would  flow 
from  these  enactments,  I  was  at  first  inclined  to  believe 
that  thejr  might  still  be  legal — the  practical  working  of  an 
ordinance  having  nothing  to  do  with  its  legality.  A  closer 
examination  of  the  subject,  however,  has  led  me  to  the 
conclusion  that  these  resolutions  would  be  as  transgressive 
of  the  law  as  they  are  of  practical  effect. 

The  law  in  reference  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City,  (P.  L. 
1864,  p.  28,  Section  10,)  evidently  contemplates  that  the 
only  thing  he  can  receive  is  "  money,"  and  the  only  ac- 
counts he  can  keep  must  be  "  cash  accounts." 

The  law  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Controller, 
(P.  L.  1854,  p.  30,  Section  12,  P.  L.  185  3,  p.  573,  Section 
29,)  point  to  the  same  conclusions. 

And  no  one  carefully  perusing  the  various  laws  upon 
the  subject  of  the  payments  to  the  Eeceiver  and  Collectors 
of  Taxes,  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  and  to  our  various 
Departments,  can  hesitate,  to  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that 
the  proposed  resolutions  would  be  as  illegal  as  they  are 
impracticable.  I  would  refer,  amongst  other  statutes  which 
might  be  cited,  to  the  following :

In  the  year  1856,  the  same  question  appears  to  have 
Lccn  presented  upon  a  proposition  to  accept  outstanding 
warrants  in  payment  of  real  estate  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  then  about    to   be  sold  by  the   corporation.     In    an 
opinion  now  before  me  of  Hon.  Wm.  A.  Porter,  the  City 
Solicitor   at    that    date,    most  excellent   and   satisfactory 
reasons  are  given  for  his  decision,  that  the  measure  then 
suggested  was  illegal.     So  far  as  the  resolutions  submitted 
to  me  would  in  any  wise  impair  the  security  pledged  to 
the  holders  of  the  City  Loan,  they  would  be  for  that  addi- 
tional reason  unauthorized  by  and  against  law. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  Councils  have  not  the 
legal  power  to  pass  either  of  the  resolutions  referred  to.

There  is  in  addition  to  above  a  claim  by  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania  for  $500,000,  for  which  suit  has  been 
brought. 

The  greatly  increased  indebtedness  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment is  owing  to  the  very  large  amount  heretofore  appro- 
priated for  the  encouragement  of  enlistment,  and  the  sup- 
port of  the  families  of  volunteers,  a  claim  made  at  the  time 
of  the  country's  peril  which  none  could  resist.  These  ap- 
propriations, made  in  a  spirit  of  patriotism,  must  now  be 
met,  or  rather  the  interest  provided  for,  which  necessarily 
augments  to  a  considerable  extent  the  liabilities  of  the 
City :  and  the  greatly  enhanced  value  of  labor  and  mate- 
rials adds  largely  to  the  increased  expenses  of  the  Municipal 
Government. 
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By  the  estimate  above  referred  to  it  will  appear  that  in 
order  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  City  in  full  for  the  year 
1866,  and  liquidate  the  outstanding  warrants,  amounting  to 
81,493,360  75,  exclusive  of  $1,000,000  for  bounties,  it 
would  require  that  a  tax  should  be  levied  of  four  dollars 
and  forty  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars.  The  majority  of 
the  Committee,  however,  refused  to  fix  a  larger  rate  than 
four  dollars,  which  will  of  necessity  leave  a  deficiency  at  the 
end  of  the  }Tear  to  be  provided  for  by  loan  or  otherwise. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  great  care  should  be 
taken  in  making  the  appropriations  to  the  several  depart- 
ments that  no  extravagance  or  useless  expenditure  of  money 
be  allowed,  and  that  in  view  of  the  heavy  rate  of  taxation 
made  necessary  by  the  creation  of  loans  incident  to  war 
purposes,  the  relief  of  families  of  volunteers,  and  the  heavy 
advance  in  labor  and  materials  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
working  of  the  City  Government,  that  all  extra  or  special 
appropriations  be  avoided.  That  the  City  should  be  some- 
what embarrassed  is  by  no  means  strange,  when  it  is  taken 
into  consideration  that,  during  the  recent  war,  almost,  if 
not  all  the  officers'  salaries  have  been  increased,  the  price 
of  all  supplies  and  labor  largely  enhanced,  while  the  valu- 
ation of  property,  which  is  the  basis  of  taxation,  remains 
nearly  the  same.  It  cannot  be  that  City  Councils  are  re- 
quired to  carry  on  the  Government  with  the  same  rate  of 
taxation  that  was  levied  previous  to  the  creation  of  those 
debts  and  with  this  advance  in  prices. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  early  passage  of  the  an- 
nexed ordinance,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  levy  and  fix 
the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1866."

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  Taxes  for  the  year  1865. 


Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on  the 
taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors,  as  the  assess- 
ment made  in  the  year  1865,  (except  such  as  is  marked 
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"•  rural  ",)  a  tax  of  four  dollars  in  three  hundred  dollars, 
on  the  assessed  value  thereof,  and  upon  every  taxable 
inhabitant  of  the  City  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1866,  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seventeen  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  Public  Schools,  the  sum  of  fifty-eight 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  twenty-eight 
cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  funded 
debt,  and  for  the  Sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and 
fifty-four  cents." 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  Public  Highways,  the  sum  of 
twenty  cents. 

Item  6.  For  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  twenty-one 
cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  Police,  the  sum  of  thirty-seven  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  City  Property,  the  sum  of  six 
cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  Department  of  Fire,  the  sum  of  seven 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  Prisons,  the  sum  of  seven  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  eleven  cents. 

Item  12.  For  street  cleansing,  the  sum  of  seven  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-seven  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropri- 
ated for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordi- 
nance ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  voted  for 
the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sec.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"  rural  '',  only  two  thirds  of  the  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no 
part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the 
poor,  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate  in  the 
Wards  where  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are 
provided,  as  required  by  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act 
of  February  2,  1854. 
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Sec.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  "  A  Further  Supplement  to  an 
Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved 
April  17,  1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance  made 
to  the  payers  of  taxes,  and  penalty  added  for  the  non-pnv- 
ment  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit :  at  the  rate  of  twelve 
per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date  of  payment  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day  of  September  ; 
if  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September,  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  of  one  per  cent.,  and 
if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  October,  then  an  ad- 
dition of  two  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on 
the  same  ;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, then  an  addition  of  three  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to 
and  payable  on  the  same.

Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Accounts  of  the 
Trust,  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  1865. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
Cashier,  showing  the  workings  of  the  Trust  for  the  first 
six  months  of  the  present  year,  respectfully  report, 

That  after  considerable  labor  they  present  the  annexed 
exhibits  marked  No.  1  and  2,  as  showing  the  result  of  ex- 
amination made  by  them.  It  will  be  seen  that  our  ex- 
hibits differ  materially  in  some  points  from  that  presented 
on  the  day  of  September,  but  as  your  Committee 

have  taken  the  trouble  to  go  over  the  books,  examining 
in  detail  nearly  every  item,  we  think  that  we  approach  as 
near  accuracy  as  from  the  condition  of  the  accounts  can 
possibly  be  expected. 

The  indebtedness  on  the  first  day  of  July,  for  labor  and 
materials,  exclusive  of  coal,  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
Gas,  has  been  estimated"  by  us  after  carefully  examining 
the  record  of  bills  paid  subsequent  to  that  time,  and  coin- 
paring  them  with  statement  furnished  by  the  officers  of 
the  Trust. 

The  Committee  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  reflect- 
ing upon  by  a  sense  of  duty  to  urge  upon  the  Board  that 
a  thorough  change  be  made  in  the  system  of  keeping  its 
accounts  as  kept  at  present,  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
fathom  them,  and  this  will  account  for  the  fact  that  in 
order  to  get  at  the  figures  necessary  to  make  up  the  ac- 
count which  we  present,  it  has  taken  two  months'  labor  of 
three  hours  per  day.  Whereas,  with  books  kept  in  a 
modern  business-like  manner,  the  information  could  have 
been  obtained  in  as  many  minutes  as  it  has  taken  hours. 
Since  the  organization  of  this  Trust  up  to  the  present 
time,  it  has  fortunately  happened  that  but  with  very  few 
exceptions,  its  officers  have  been  men  of  unimpeachable 
integrity,  but  the  immensity  of  its  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures at  present  makes  it  imperative  upon  the  Board  to 
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manifest  a  vigilance  of  its  officers  that  has  not  heretofore 
been  deemed  necessary. 

This  suggestion  is  made  to  the  Board  because,  during 
the  examination  of  its  accounts,  our  attention  has  been 
called  to  a  variety  of  collateral  matters  which  is  not  neces- 
sary to  set  forth  in  this  report,  but  which  we  think  need 
careful  scrutiny. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  suggest  that  in  as- 
much  as  the  object  of  the  members  of  this  Board  in  pro- 
curing the  statement  of  the  late  Cashier,  and  its  examination 
by  us,  was  with  a  view  of  enabling  them  to  act  advisedly 
on  the  matter  of  the  price  to  be  charged  for  Gas,  they  have 
now  full  information  before  them  in  a  condensed  form  as 
to  the  workings  of  the  Trust  for  the  first  six  months  of  the 
year,  and  from  the  facts  and  figures  thus  presented  they 
can  form  an  opinion  nearly  approaching  to  certainty,  of 
the  profits  to  be  realized  during  the  six  months  ending 
December  31st.  -

Dear  Sir  :—  I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  Councils 
to  the  fact  that  the  contracts  authorized  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  western  approach  to  the  Wire  bridge  and  the 
grading  and  bridging  of  Fifth  street  from  Nicetown  lane 
to  Fisher's  lane,  have  been  completed,  and  that  the  amounts 
appropriated  therefor  have  been  insufficient  to  pay  for  the 
work.  The  work  at  the  Wire  bridge  was  done  under 
Ordinance  of  April  25,  1864,  and  an  item  of  $16,000  there- 
for placed  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  Highway  De- 
partment of  that  year.  The  cost  of  this  work  has  been 
$18,059.02,  making  a  deficiency  of  $2,059.02  :  this  was 
caused  by  our  being  compelled  to  go  deeper  for  the  founda- 
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tions  than  was  anticipated  in  that  rocky  locality,  and  even 
then  bui'd  upon  a  platform  of  timber. 

The  work  upon  Fifth  street  was  performed  under  Ordi- 
nance of  May  5,  lb64,  in  which  was  an  appropriation  of 
$18,500.  This  work  has  cost  $20,850.35,  making  a  defi- 
ciency of  $2,350  35,  which  was  caused  by  meeting  rock 
unexpectedly  in  the  excavation,  and  the  placing  of  rip 
rap  to  protect  the  smaller  of  the  bridges. 

The  contractor  cannot    obtain  this  deficiency  without 
the  action  of  Councils,  and  I  have  therefore  deemed  it  my 
duty  to  report  the  facts  to  your  Chamber.

To  authorize  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  Coates  street,  Fifteenth  Ward. 

Whereas,  A  majority  of  the  property  owners  on  the  line 
of  Coates  street,  between  Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth 
streets,  have  filed  their  petition  in  the  Department  of  Sur- 
veys, as  directed  by  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  April 
8th,  1861,  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  the  line  of 
Coates  street  as  aforesaid,  which  application  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Surveyors  ;  and  at  a  meeting  held 
May  15,  1865,  they  authorized  the  construction  of  a  sewer 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  appro- 
ved November  11,  1858,  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to  pro- 
vide for  the  construction  of  Branch  Culverts  or  Drains." 
And  Whereas,  Owing  to  the  enhanced  price  of  materials 
and  labor,  the  cost  per  linear  foot  will  exceed  the  amount 
stipulated  by  law  as  payable  by  the  said  property  owners  ; 
therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Highways 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  a  sewer  on  the 
line  of  Coates  street,  to  commence  at  and  intersect  the  sewer 
now  constructed  in  Twenty-fourth  street,  and  to  extend 
eastwardly  to  the  east  curb  line  of  Twenty-third  street, 
with  a  clear  inside  diameter  of  two  feet  six  inches,  with  the 
necessary  inlets,  for  the  proper  surface  drainage,  in  accord- 
ance with  a  plan  and  specifications  to  be  prepared  by  the 
Department  of  Surveys. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  adver- 
tise according  to  law,  announcing  that  proposals  will  be 
received  for  the  construction  of  said  sewer,  and  he  shall 
allot  the  work  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  it  shall  be  a  con- 
dition of  said  contract  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the 
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sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on 
the  line  of  said  sewer  as  authorized  by  the  Act  of  Assem- 
bly, approved  April  8,  1864,  and  in  manner  and  form  pro- 
vided by  Sections  3  and  4  of  Ordinance,  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  provide  for  the  construction  of  Branch  Culverts 
or  Drains,"  approved  November  11,  1858.  The  excess  of 
the  cost  of  said  sewer  over  and  above  the  amount  assessed 
upon  the  property  fronting  thereon,  exclusive  of  the  cost 
of  the  street  intersections  and  the  legal  deductions  author- 
ized by  Act  of  Assembly,  shall  be  paid  by  .the  owners  of 
property.

Establishing  charges  for  connections  with  the  City  Railroad,  and  for  making- 
turnouts  into  private  property.

AN  OEDINANCE 

To  make  uniform  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Public 
Market  Houses  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  stalls  and  stands  Avithin 
the  several  Public  Market  Houses  and  places,  for  the  use 
of  which  rents  may  be  lawfully  charged  by  the  City,  shall 
annually  on  such  days  as  the  Commissioner  of  Markets 
shall  appoint,  be  let  to  such  persons  as  by  law  or  ordinance 
are  entitled  to  rent  the  same  at  such  prices  as  are  now,  or 
may  be   established   by   ordinance  or  regulation  of  the 
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department  of  Market  Houses,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
parties  renting  stalls  or  stands  to  pay  the  rent  thereof  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Market  Houses  semi-annually  in  advance. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Markets  shall  give  at 
least  ten  days  notice  by  advertisement  in  two  or  more  pub- 
lic newspapers,  or  by  bills  posted  at  the  corners  of  the 
market  houses,  that  the  said  stands  and  stalls  will  be  rented 
as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  8.  That  every  farmer  being  a  lessee  of  any  stall  or 
stand  in  any  of  the  Public  Market  Houses,  who  shall  under- 
let such  stall  or  stand  to  any  farmer  by  virtue  of  any  Act 
of  Assembly,  shall  immediately  upon  making  such  lease 
furnish  the  name  of  such  under  lessee  to  the  Commissioner, 
with  the  date  of  such  lease  and  the  length  of  time  for  which 
the  same  is  to  continue,  in  default  of  which  the  said  stall  or 
stalls  be  forfeited. 

Sec.  4:.  Any  butcher  renting  a  stall  in  either  of  the  Pub- 
lic Market  Houses,  who  shall  at  any  time  omit  to  occupy 
the  same  for  three  successive  market  days  in  the  regular 
exercise  of  his  business,  without  presenting  to  the  Com- 
missioner a  satisfactory  reason  for  such  omission,  or  shall 
underlet  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  abandoned  such 
stall  or  stalls  to  the  city,  together  with  the  rents  which 
have  been  paid  thereon ;  and  the  said  Commissioner  may 
rent  such  stalls  or  stands  for  the  rest  of  the  year,  to  any 
person  entitled  by  law  or  ordinance  to  rent  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall,  without  authority,  occupy  any 
of  the  said  stalls  or  stands,  or  expose  thereon  any  articles 
for  sale,  or  shall  use  the  same  for  purposes  other  than  those 
for  which  they  are  appropriated,  without  permission  from 
the  Commissioner  of  Markets. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  within  the 
public  markets  and  market  places,  any  live  animals,  except 
poultry,  game,  small  pigs  and  fish,  nor  any  strong  beer  or 
spirituous  liquor,  mixed  or  unmixed,  nor  shall  any  beast 
be  killed,  nor  any  meat  or  fish  be  cured  or  salted,  nor  shall 
fish  be  cleaned,  nor  shall  any  pickle,  garbage,  rough  fat. 
uncleaned  tripe,  cattle  feet  or  offal  matter  be  laid,  placed 
or  thrown  out  in  said  market  houses  or  places :  Provided, 
That  it  shall  not  prevent  butchers  from  corning  meat. 

Sec.  7.  That  horses  and  vehicles  of  whatever  kind  which 
shall  be  brought  to  the  market  houses  or  market  places 
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for  the  purpose  of  there  depositing  articles  for  sale,  shall 
be  forthwith  unladen  and  removed  from  the  market  limits, 
and  such  as  shall  be  brought  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
away  articles  remaining  unsold,  shall  be  laden  and  removed 
in  like  manner. 

Sec.  8.  No  barrow  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  brought 
into  the  market  houses  ;  no  horse  or  other  animal  shall  be 
faste  tied  to  any  of  the  columns,  piers  or  fixtures  of  the 
market  houses. 

Sec.  9.  That  no  person  shall  wilfully  injure  or  deface 
any  part  or  fixture,  or  appurtenance  of  any  Public  Market 
House. 

Sec.  10.  That  persons  occupying  stalls  or  stands,  shall, 
when  leaving  them,  remove  therefrom  all  blocks,  benches, 
tubs,  baskets  and  other  articles  used  by  them  ;  or  those 
occupying  stalls  shall  secure  such  property  beneath  them 
by  strong  chains  and  locks;  the  movable  posts  and  bars, 
where  such  shall  be  used,  shall  in  like  manner  be  secured 
in  the  places  provided  for  them  by  the  persons  occupying 
such  stalls. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  renters  and  occupiers  of  stands  under 
the  eaves,  and  at  the  ends  of  the  market  houses,  shall  not 
attach  thereto  any  posts,  railing  or  other  appendage  ;  but 
shall  provide  themselves  with  benches,  tables  or  detached 
stalls,  which  shall  not  exceed  in  length  the  permanent  stalls 
at  the  side  of  which  they  may  be  placed,  and  shall  be  ar- 
ranged in  such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  the  passages  of  the 
market  house,  or  interfere  with  the  free  access  to  any  part 
thereof,  except  permission  from  Commissioner  of  Markets. 

Sec.  12.  That  no  person  shall  use  steelyards  or  spring 
balances  within  the  market  houses,  market  places  or  market 
limits,  nor  shall  sale  be  made  by  other  weights  and  measures 
than  such  as  shall  have  been  legally  regulated  and  stamped, 
and  by  just  scales. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  bring  to  the  market  houses  or 
market  places  for  sale,  any  bread,  lard,  butter  or  other  pro- 
visions in  lumps,  loaves  or  other  parcels,  as  or  for  a  greater 
weight  or  measure  than  the  true  weight  and  measure  there- 
of, or  shall  employ  any  device  for  imposition  or  fraud  in 
the  sale  of  any  provisions. 

Sec.  14.  That  no  person,  except  farmers  bringing  the 
produce  of  their  farms  to  market,  shall  sell  or  expose  for 
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sale  any  butchers'  meat,  in  any  of  the  streets  or  other  high- 
ways of  the  city,  south  of  Lehigh  avenue,  east  of  the  river 
Schuylkill,  or  north  of  Morris  street,  in  any  cart,  wagon 
or  other  carriage,  nor  shall  carry  about  the  same  therein 
for  sale. 

Sec.  15.  That  no  person  shall  smoke  a  segar,  pipe  or 
pipes,  or  carry  any  open  umbrella  during  market  hours, 
in  any  public  market  house  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sec.  16.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Markets,  whenever  application  may  be  made  to  him  for 
that  purpose,  to  designate  places  in  the  public  streets  from 
which  oysters  may  be  sold  from  carts  or  wagons;  during 
the  months  in  which  oysters  may  now  by. law  be  exposed 
for  sale  :  Provided,  That  not  more  than  one  such  place  shall 
be  designated  in  any  square,  nor  shall  more  than  one  cart 
or  wagon  be  allowed  to  stand  therein,  and  that  no  person 
or  persons  using  such  place  designated,  shall  suffer  his, 
her  or  their  cart  or  wagon,  nor  suffer  or  permit  any  oyster 
shells  to  remain  thereon  after  sundown. 

Sec.  17.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  expose  or  offer 
for  sale  any  fruits,  vegetables,  &c,  from  any  barrow,  cart 
or  other  vehicle,  within  two  squares  of  the  line  of  any  Pub- 
lic Market  House,  during  market  hours. 

Sec.  18.  That  hereafter  any  person  or  persons  occupy- 
ing any  of  the  stalls  or  stands  in  any  of  the  Public  Market 
Houses,  shall  vacate  the  same  at  three  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Sec.  19.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of x the  above  ordinance, 
shall  pay  such  fines  as  are  hereafter  stipulated,  together 
with  costs  thereon  to  be  recoverable  as  fines,  are  now 
recovered  by  law.  The  penalties  are  as  follow :  For 
violating 

Sections  12  and  14,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 
9  and  17,  "  ten  " 

5,  6,  7,  8,  10,  11,  13,  16,  and    18,  the  sum  of 
five  dollars. 
"  15,  the  sum  of  two  dollars. 

SEC.  20.  That  any  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in- 
consistent with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  above  ordi- 
nance, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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AN  OEDINANCE 

To  revise  the  Wharf-line  on  the  river  Schuylkill,  between  Chestnut  and  South 
streets,  Twenty-fourth  "Ward. 

Whereas,  By  the  Act  of  Legislature,  passed  February 
2nd,  1854,  entitled  "A  Further  Supplement  to  an  Act  to  in- 
corporate the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  fix  the  lines 
beyond  which  no  wharf  or  pier  shall  be  constructed,  etc., 
etc.     Now,  therefore : 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  easternmost  line,  to 
which  wharves  may  be  constructed  into  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill, from  the  western  side  thereof,  between  the  south  side 
of  the  second  wharf  below  Chestnut  street  to  the  south 
side  of  the  Alms  House  ferry  wharf  opposite  South  street, 
shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  revised,  fixed  and  de- 
termined according  to  the  description  herein  set  forth,  to 
wit :  beginning  at  a  point  145  feet  south  of  the  south  line  of 
Chestnut  street,  522  feet  east  of  Bridgewater  street,  an  angle 
at  second  wharf  below  Chestnut  street,  in  wharf  line  now 
established  upon  the  western  side  of  the  river  Schuylkill 
and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Wardens,  October  6th,  1851, 
said  angle  being  at  the  distance  of  145  feet  south  of  the 
south  line  of  Chestnut  street  and  522  feet  east  of  the  east 
line  of  Bridgewater  street,  as  now  fixed  ;  thence  to  a  point 
upon  the  northern  line  of  Walnut  street,  four  hundred  and 
thirty-six  feet  eastward  from  the  east  side  of  Bridgewater 
or  Thirtieth  street,  as  now  established  ;  thence  to  the  north 
line  of  Locust  street  three  hundred  feet  eastward  from  the 
east  line  of  said  Bridgewater  or  Thirtieth  street ;  thence  to 
a  point  in  Spruce  street,  at  the  distance  of  twenty-five  feet 
eastward  from  the  east  line  of  said  Bridgewater  or  Thirtieth 
street,  and  at  the  distance  of  five  hundred  feet  three  inches 
southward  from  the  north  line  of  Locust  street ;  thence  to 
the  south  side  of  the  Alms  House  wharf,  at  a  point  twelve 
feet  easterly  thereof,  in  line  of  South  street. 

Sect.  2.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  after  the  publi- 
cation of  this  ordinance,  shall  erect  or  extend  any  wharf, 
or  building  in  the  nature  of  a  wharf,  into  the  tide  way  of 
the  river  Schuylkill,  contrary  to  law  or  beyond  the  line 
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established  by  this  ordinance,  or  any  warden's  line  which 
may  be  established  upon  the  navigable  waters  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  he,  she  or  they,  so  offending,  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Court  of  Quarter

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was 
referred  an  Ordinance  making  an  appropriation  to  the 
Board  of  Controllers  of  Public  Schools,  for  the  year  1866, 
have  carefully  considered  the  subject  and  respectfull}* 
report,  that  they  have  disallowed  several  items,  among 
which  are  those  relating  to  physical  education,  and  music ; 
also  the  item  providing  for  increased  clerk  hire  for  the 
Board  of  Controllers. 

The  item  that  claimed  chiefly  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mittee, was  that  relating  to  the  salaries  of  the  Teachers, 
which,  by  a  resolution  passed  unanimously  by  the  Board 
of  Controllers,  have  been  increased  in  their  estimate  for 
1866  nearly  twenty-five  per  cent. 
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The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Control  for  the  year 
1864  contains  valuable  statistics,  comparing  the  relative 
cost  of  popular  education  in  the  cities  of  New  York,  Phila- 
delphia, and  Boston.  A  careful  examination  of  these 
statistics  will  show  that  the  expenses  of  the  Department  of 
Schools  in  this  city  have  been  m"-ch  less,  comparatively, 
than  in  either  of  the  two  other  cities  named,  and,  that  the 
difference  is  owing  chiefly  to  the  smallness  of  the  salaries 
paid  to  the  Teachers  of  Philadelphia,  when  contrasted  with 
those  paid  in  New  York  and  Boston. 

We  find  in  the  tables  appended  to  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Board,  that  twelve  hundred  and  eighty-three  teachers 
of  all  grades,  in  this  city,  received  salaries  amounting  in 
the  aggregate  to  five  hundred  and  thirty-two  thousand, 
seven  hundred  and  thirty  dollars,  ($582,730,)  making  an 
average  compensation  of  four  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars 
and  twenty-two  cents  per  teacher. 

In  Boston,  during  the  same  year,  five  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  teachers  received  three  hundred  and  twenty-four 
thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety  eight  dollars,  ($324,698,) 
an  average  of  five  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  and  four 
cents  per  teacher,  and  we  have  information,  that  the  School 
Board  of  that  city  are  now  considering  the  question  of 
raising  those  salaries,  with  a  prospect  of  its  being  done. 

In  New  York  during  the  same  year,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty  teachers  were  paid  salaries  amounting  to  one 
million  one  hundred  and  forty -two  thousand  six  hundred 
and  thirteen  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents,  ($1,142,613.39,) 
giving  an  average  of  five  hundred  and  ninety-two  dollars 
and  two  cents  per  teacher. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  the  average  salary  paid  to 
teachers  in  this  city  is  not  much  more  than  two-thirds  the 
salary  paid  in  Boston  and  New  York  ;  at  the  same  time,  it 
should  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  pupils  allotted  to  each 
teacher  in  Philadelphia,  is  much  greater  than  in  either  of 
the  other  cities. 

A  further  examination  of  the  tables  prepared  by  the 
Board  in  their  Annual  Report  will  exhibit  the  fact  that,  in 
this  city —

Showing  that  a  large  class  of  ladies  who  are  required  by 
the  Rules  of  the  Board  of  Controllers  (now  strictly  en- 
forced) to  possess  a  high  order  of  talent,  receive  about  two- 
thirds  of  a  washerwoman's  wages,  and  that  many  others 
occupying  laborious  and  responsible  positions  as  principals, 
are  paid  less  than  the  janitress  who  sweeps  the  floors  of 
the  school  rooms. 

The  principal  of  a  first  class  Boys'  Grammar  School  in 
this  city  who  holds  a  position,  to  be  obtained  only  after 
many  years  of  experience  and  devotion  to  his  profession, 
and  then  only  after  proof  of  consummate  ability,  and  who 
has,  in  addition  to  the  entire  supervision  of  his  large  school, 
the  sole  charge  of  a  division  of  his  most  advanced  pupils, 
receives  a  salary  of  $1,500  per  annum. 

The  New  York  principal,  who  has  a  male  assistant 
receiving  from  $1,200  to  $1,400  per  annum,  and  who  has 
no  division  of  his  own,  has  a  salary  of  $2,200. 

The  Boston  principal  also  receives  $2,200  per  annum, 
and  has  two  male  assistants,  one  receiving  from  $1,000  to 
$1,200,  and  the  other  from  $1,400  to  $1,800  per  annum. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  we  cannot  but  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  teachers  of  Philadelphia  have  been  paid 
very  inadequately  for  the  work  they  are  required  to  per- 
form. 

The  Committee  have  been  much  impressed  by  the  fact 
that  the  entire  cost  per  pupil  under  the  estimate  allowing 
the  increase  of  salary,  will  be  less  than  $13  per  annum,  or 
only  25  cents  per  week,  and  that  this  remarkably  small 
cost  includes  all  kinds  of  expenses — tuition,  books,  station- 
ery, fuel,  repairs  of  buildings,  new  furniture,  housekeepers' 
wages,  &c.  This,  together  with  the  proofs  which  have 
been  adduced,  showing  the  superiority  of  the  education 
furnished  to  the  youth  of  our  city,  gives  conclusive  evi- 
dence, that  the  important  department  intrusted  to  the 
Board  of  School  Controllers  has  been  managed  with  rigid 
economy. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Controllers  has  informed 
the  Committee,  that  numbers  of  teachers  have,  within  a 
few  months  past,  resigned  their  positions  on  account  of  the 
inadequacy  of  their  salaries.  He  also  states  that  recent 
examinations  held  by  the  Board  exhibit  a  great  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  competent  applicants.     At  a  teachers' 
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examination  held  within  the  last  month,  after  due  adver- 
tisement, in  this,  and  a  number  of  neighboring  counties, 
only  five  male  applicants  were  present,  though  several 
high  positions  were  vacant,  and,  but  two  of  the  number 
passed  the  examination ;  and,  but  twenty-eight  lady  appli- 
cants succeeded,  out  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-three 
present. 

The  number  of  male  principals,  who  have  recently 
resigned,  amounts  to  about  one-fourth  of  all  employed,  and 
comprises  many  gentlemen  well  known  for  their  ability 
and  successs.  Others  are  reluctantly  contemplating  the 
same  course,  and  there  is  clanger  that  the  city  may  lose  the 
services  of  most  of  the  teachers,  who  have,  by  many  years 
of  experience  and  practice,  acquired  a  perfection  in  their 
art  which  should  be  valued  and  preserved  to  the  use  of 
the  schools. 

Carefully  considering  the  facts  thus  submitted,  the  Com- 
mittee recommend  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance  attached, 
making  an  appropriation  to  the  Board  of  Controllers  for 
School  purposes,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  one  million 
seventeen  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three  dollars. 

We  believe  that,  although  it  is  necessary  at  this  time  to 
curtail  every  possible  expense,  yet  the  strict  economy 
manifest  in  the  estimate  presented  by  the  Board  of  Con- 
trollers forbids  any  further  reductions  than  those  which  we 
have  already  made. 

Viewing  popular  education  as  one  of  our  most  valued 
institutions,  and  as  one  that  has  contributed  greatly  towards 
the  advancement  of  our  country  to  power,  wealth,  and 
happiness,  we  believe  that  no  mistaken  idea  of  retrench- 
ment, amounting  to  parsimony,  should  be  allowed  to  retard 
the  progress  or  diminish  the  efficiency  of  our  economical 
and  excellent  Public  School  system.

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  respectfully  report  that  they  are  com- 
pelled to  differ  with  the  majority  of  said  Committee  upon 
the  report  which  they  have  made,  recommending  the  pass- 
age of  "  An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Schools  for  the  year  1866. 

The  ordinance  which  the  majority  ask  Councils  to  pass, 
contains  an  increase  over  the  appropriations  of  the  year 
1865,  in  items  of  salaries  of  teachers,  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $165,834. 

During  the  year  1864,  and  the  early  part  of  the  present 
year,  the  salaries  of  nearly  all,  if  not  all,  of  the  employees 
of  the  City  Government,  including  the  male  and  female 
school  teachers,  were  advanced,  and  the  teachers  now  ask 
for  a  further  increase.  True  it  is  that  some  very  forcible 
reasons  are  given  in  favor  of  the  advance  in  salaries  in  the 
department  above  mentioned,  but  members  of  Councils 
should  remember  the  additional  burden  recently  imposed 
upon  our  citizens  in  the  form  of  an  increased  taxation,  and 
that  too,  of  an  amount  admitted  to  be  inadequate  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  the  municipal  government,  as  estimated  by 
the  City  Controller. 

Councils  have  in  reality  already  passed  upon  this  ques- 
tion of  increase,  and  that  action  was  adverse. 

In  the  statement  submitted  by  the  City  Controller  to 
Councils,  of  the  probable  expenses  of  the  year  1866,  this 
amount  of  increase  is  included ;  and  after  a  very  careful 
examination  thereof,  the  Committee  on  Finance  reported 
that  $4.40  was  needed  to  meet  the  expenses,  exclusive  of  a 
debt  due  the  State ;  but  that  a  majority  of  the  members 
would  agree  to  vote  only  $4.  Common  Council  received 
this  report,  accepted  the  proposition  to  levy  only  $4,  and 
thus  agreed  (if  they  propose  to  do  what  we  conceive  to  be 
the  duty  of  every  honest  legislator)  to  reduce  the  appro- 
priations to  the  several  departments  for  the  year  1866,  so 
far  as  will  be  consistent  for  the  general  good  and  to  avoid 
all  extra  and  extravagant  expenses  of  any  kind  whatsoever ; 
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in  fact,  to  do  what  the  citizens  demand  of  us: — control  the 
affairs  of  this  city  in  as  economical  a  manner  as  possible. 

In  the  progress  made  thus  far  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance  in  the  consideration  of  appropriation  bills,  the 
Committee  have  failed  to  find  one  Department  of  the  City 
Government,  aiding  or  assisting  us  in  retrenchment ;  but 
on  the  contrary  most  of  them  are  demanding  an  increase  of 
salaries,  or  increased  amounts  for  expenditures. 

Great  stress  has  recently  been  laid  by  some  members  of 
Councils  upon  the  fact  that  our  warrants  are  outstanding- 
unpaid,  and  at  a  discount ;  that  the  Committee  on  Finance 
do  nothing  towards  their  liquidation.  The  minority  of 
that  Committee  do  now  say  :  Do  not,  as  you  have  heretofore 
done,  agree  to  pay  when  you  have  not  the  means ;  but 
raise  the  money  that  is  actually  requisite  to  pay  the  present 
salaries.  Do  not  increase  them  when  you  cannot  pay  them 
as  they  are.  Curtail  your  expenses,  thus  enabling  the 
City  Treasurer  to  pay  the  warrants  of  the  school  teachers 
as  presented,  and  Ave  think  you  serve  that  useful  and  ne- 
cessary class  much  more  than  by  the  advancement  of  their 
salaries,  and  compelling  them  to  suffer  a  much  larger 
discount. 

We   are   unable   to   perceive  any   reason  or  justice  in 
agreeing  to  pay  more  than  we  receive,  a  course,  which,  if 
pursued  by  any  member  of  this  body  in  his  own  business 
relations,  would  result  in  insolvency  in  a  very  short  period  . 
of  time. 

The  taxes  now  levied  for  the  support  of  the  general  gov- 
ernment, an4  the  payment  of  the  large  indebtedness  caused 
by  the  war  is  heavy  enough  without  augmenting  it  by  the 
further  increase  of  the  salaries  of  any  of  the  officers  of  the 
City  Government.  We  therefore  submit  that  the  ordin- 
ance as  presented  should  not  be  passed,  but  be  recommitted 
with  instructions  to  make  the  salaries  the  same  amount  as 
last  year.

Dear  Sir: — In  obedience  to  your  directions  I  have 
examined  the  proposed  change  in  Wardens'  Line  as  asked 
for  by  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  Company  in  front  of 
their  extensive  property  at  and  above  the  Point  House. 
They  ask  that  the  line  from  near  Bigler  street  on  the 
Point  House  wharf  may  be  so  changed  as  to  run  parallel 
with  the  City  streets  and  thus  give  them  square  or  right 
angular  ends  to  the  wharves  they  are  about  erecting  in 
that  locality.  I  find  that  should  their  request  be  granted 
it  will  throw  the  wharf  line  three  hundred  feet  into  the 
channel  at  the  Point  House  instead  of  ninety  feet  as  now 
established,  and  reduce  the  channel-way  in  this  the  nar- 
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rowest  part  of  the  river  (along  the  City  front)  to  fifteen 
hundred  feet.  This  I  should  not  deem  advisable  under 
any  circumstances ;  but  again,  a  short  distance  below  the 
Point  House  the  western  shore  tends  to  the  westward, 
which  gives  an  angle  at  the  Point  House  which  it  is  desir- 
able to  reduce  as  much,  as  possible, — the  line  as  asked  for 
will  greatly  enlarge  this  angle.  Our  surveys  along  this 
shore  between  the  Point  House  and  League  Island  are  not 
yet  in  such  condition  as  to  enable  us  to  propose  any  new 
lines,  but  I  feel  assured  that  the  line,  as  asked  for,  cannot 
be  arranged,  and  that  no  change  should  be  permitted  by 
which  the  width  of  channel  at  the  Point  House  would  be 
reduced  below  its  present  established  width.

To  the  Joint  Committees  of  Surveys  and  Port  Wardens. 

Gentlemen  : — 
The  subject  of  establishing  a  "Wardens'  line  around  that 
portion  of  Windmill  island  south  of  the  Canal  or  "  Thor- 
oughfare," which  was  referred  to  me  by  your  Committee, 
has  received  attention.  The  subject  is  one  that  cannot  be 
treated  with  that  clearness  which  is  so  desirable,  from  the 
fact,  that  in  its  most  simple  conditions,  the  questions  of 
currents  and  bars  in  a  tidal  stream  are  most  difficult  to  in- 
vestigate with  any  absolute  or  even  satisfactory  results,  and 
in  this  case  is  particularly  so,  from  the  many  combined  and 
continually  changing  elements  which  enter  into  the  solu- 
tion of  the  subject,  the  detail  of  which  change,  either  as  to 
cause  or  effect,  it  is  impossible  to  obtain.  Many  maps 
have  been  examined,  dating  from  Reed  and  Holmes,  to  that 
prepared  by  direction  of  Councils  in  1856,  the  study  of 
which  shows  clearly  the  difficulties  as  really  insurmount- 
able. In  the  question  before  us,  it  does  not  seem  to  be  a 
point  of  great  importance  as  to  why  the  accretion  upon  the 
island  should  be  at  the  upper  end  instead  of  the  loiver, 
— which  is  the  fact, — as  it  certainly  does  not  proceed  from 
any  change  of  outline  on  the  island,  but  from  the  changes 
which  from  time  to  time  have  taken  place  upon  the  eastern 
and  western  shores  of  the  river,  where  the  erection  of  a 
single  wharf  may  divert  the  current  from  its  usual  line  and 
remove  the  position  of  a  bar  long  known,  which  may  again 
be  changed  simply  by  the  construction  of  another  wharf, 
thus  creating  a  continual  shifting  of  currents  and  bars,  im- 
possible to  follow  and  trace ;  and  although  a  long  line  may 
be  established  to  effect  certain  results,  yet  until  the  line  is 
absolutely  made  by  the  erection  perhaps  of  a  long  series  of 
wharves,  covering  years  of  time,  its  gradual  advance,  by 
projecting  wharves,  at  different  points  in  its  line,  may 
create  changes  in  the  tidal  way  which  were  never  antici- 
pated, and  could  not  reasonably  be  foreseen.  I  therefore 
take  the  lower  portion  of  the  island  as  lying  south  of  the 
canal  as  I  find  it,  and  submit  a  line,  giving  a  limit,  to  which 
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wharves  may  be  erected,  so  adjusted  as  to  avoid  as  much 
as  possible  any  severe  angles,  behind  which  there  may  be 
still  water  and,  therefore,  subsidence,  and  at  the  same  time 
without  reducing  the  governing  width  of  channel.     The 
narrowest  point  in  the  western  channel  is  opposite  the 
second  wharf  below  Chestnut  street,  where  we  find  between 
that  wharf  and  the  wharf  upon  the  island  a  width  of  seven 
hundred   and  sixty  feet.     From  the  Camden   and  Amboy 
Railroad  wharf  to  the  wharf  upon  the  island  on  the  south 
side  of  the  "Thoroughfare,"  where  out  line  begins,  we  find  * 
a  width  of  seven  hundred  and  sixty  seven  feet ;  the  next 
point  that  governs  us  is  at  Lombard  street,  between  a  wharf 
now  built  upon  island  and  the  City  line,  where  we  have 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven  feet  width,  and  again  at 
the  lower  end  of  wharf  upon  island,  where  the  channel  is 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-six  feet.     It  is  not  proposed  to 
reduce  any  of  these  widths,  but  merely  fill  up  the  inter- 
vening cove,  bv  a  line  which  shall  conform  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, to  the  line  of  current  both  on  flood  and  ebb,  and 
prevent  a  deposit  along  the  western  island  wharves.    Upon 
the  eastern  side  of  island  and  through  the  "  Thoroughfare," 
the  line  of  wharfing,  as  now  built,  it  is  proposed  to  adopt 
as  a  Warden's  line.     Upon  the  south  end  of  island,  it  is 
believed,  a  great  improvement  may  be  made,  advantageous 
both  to  the  City  and  the  owners  of  the  island.     This  lower 
end,  as  now  protected  by  a  wharf,  is  in  shape  square,  and 
directly  opposed  in  its  line  of  face  to  the  strong  current  of 
the  flood  tide  ;  the  effect  of  this  is  evident  from  the  long 
bar  now  exposed  south  of  it  at  low  water ;  this  bar,  which, 
though  not  caused  by  the  wharf  as  described,  yet  is  shaped 
by  it,  and  the  deposit  made  from  the  still  water  created  by 
the  flood  tid.e,  dividing  its  flow  proportional  to  the  east  and 
west  channel,  has  so  encroached  upon  the  western  channel 
at  that  end  of  island,  as  to  be  a  serious  injury.     This,  it  is 
believed,  may  be  improved  by  constructing  an  end  to  the 
island  to  conform  with  line  as  now  submitted  for  a  Warden's 
line  ;  it  will  give  direction  to  the  current  on  the  flood  with- 
out creating  still  water,  and,  it  is  believed,  tend  to  remove 
the  deposit  now  encroaching  upon  the  west  channel  as  be- 
fore noted.     I  therefore  present  a  bill,  descriptive  of  line 
submitted,  with  a  traced  drawing  upon  a  large  scale,  cov- 
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ering  the  lower  end  of  island,  and  also  a  traced  map,  show- 
ing the  relative  position  of  line  proposed  and  the  estab- 
lished Warden's  line  along  the  City  front.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  fix  the  lines  on  Windmill  Island  in  the  Delaware  River  beyond  which  no 
Wharf  nor  Pier  shall  be  constructed. 

Whereas,  By  the  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  February  2d, 
J8o4,  entitled  "A  Further  Supplement  to  an  Act  to  incor- 
porate the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the 
Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  fix  the  lines  beyond 
which  no  wharf  or  pier  shall  be  constructed,  &c,  &c.  Now, 
therefore : 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  outermost  line  to  which 
wharves  may  hereafter  be  constructed  into  the  Delaware 
river  from  that  part  of  Windmill  island  south  of  the  canal 
or  thoroughfare  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  fixed  and 
determined  as  follows  :  Beginning  at  a  point,  the  most 
westerly  extremity  of  wharf  now  standing  upon  the  south- 
erly side  of  western  entrance  to  thoroughfare  in  Windmill 
island  (which  point  is  one  thousand  and  fifty-three  feet  east 
of  the  west  line  of  Delaware  avenue,  at  right  angles  to  the 
line  thereof,  from  a  point  two  hundred  and  two  feet  south 
of  the  south  side  of  Walnut  street) ;  thence  in  a  direct  line 
to  a  point  thirty  feet  outside  of  the  wharf  as  now  built  on 
the  south  side  of  entrance  to  main  dock  or  basin  on  island, 
giving  a  water  way  of  not  less  than  eight  hundred  and  fif- 
teen feet  between  Wardens'  lines  ;  thence  to  angle  of  wharf 
now  built  at  about  three  hundred  and  three  feet  south 
of  the  entrance  to  basin  aforesaid,  with  a  width  of  channel 
not  less  than  eight  hundred  and  twenty  seven  feet ;  thence 
along  said  wharf  as  built  to  offset  opposite  the  lower  end 
of  basin  in  island  as  aforesaid  ;  thence  with  an  easterly 
curve  of  six  hundred  and  thirty-five  feet  radius,  tangen- 
tial to  the  line  last  named,  to  a  point  two  hundred  and 
eighty-five  feet  south  of  end  wharf  at  Point  Airy,  as  now 
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constructed  ;  thence  with  a  curve  to  the  northward  of  six 
hundred  and  forty-five  feet  radius,  tangential  to  and  to  a 
point  in  line  of  wharfing  now  constructed  upon  the  eastern 
side  of  said  island  ;  thence  by  and  along  said  wharf  and  its 
line  extended,  and  also  around  and  along  the  south  line  of 
wharf  in  thoroughfare,  and  projecting  wharf  on  south  side 
of  said  thoroughfare  at  western  entrance,  to  the  place  of 
beginning ;  and  in  conformity  with  a  plan  made  by  au- 
thority of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  said  City, 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor, which  plan  is  made  a  part  of  this  ordinance,  and 
shall  be  deposited  among  the  archives  of  the  City  in  the 
Department  of  Surveys,  and  a  copy  of  said  plan,  verified 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  office  of  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens,  and  the  said 
wharf  line  shall  henceforth  conform,  in  all  respects,  to  the 
figures  on  said  plan. 

Sec.  2.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  new 
wharf,  or  to  the  extension  of  any  wharf,  the  correct  lines 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  District  Surveyor,  who  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  a  fee,  in  advance,  of  two  dollars  for  each 
and  every  ten  feet  width  of  wharf,  and  who  shall  prepare  a 
minute  and  detailed  plan  of  the  location  of  said  wharf,  for 
the  owner  thereof,  and  shall  deposit  a  duplicate  thereof  in 
the  Department  of  Surveys  ;  and  on  application  to  the 
Board  of  Port  Wardens  for  a  permit  for  the  construction 
or  extension  of  a  wharf,  a  minute  and  detailed  plan  of  sur- 
vey of  said  wharf  shall  be  furnished  the  said  Board,  to  be 
filed  in  their  office.
